A proposition has boon la:d bofore 


the San Francisco Supervisors to light 
with elootrio lamps that^portion of the 
city bounded by Market street, Van 
Ness avenue and the Bay. A small sav- 
ing on the present expense of gas light- 
ing is figured ont. It means an electric 
light at the crossing of every alternate 
principal street, thirty feet above the 
thoroughfare, and four lights of 2,000 
candle power at elevated points on poles 
150 feet high. This, at a rough esti- 
mate, will give a total elorntiou at the 
places Htated of 450 feet aboye base. 
The Bulletin adds that "whether the 
number of lights proposed for the streets 
is enough, or the elevation sufficient, is 
something that can only be determined 
on trial. But the lighting by lamps of 
great power located at elevated points is 
something, however, that should bo 
tried. The points proposed are on 
Russian and Telegraph hills, namely, 
California and Mason; Washington and 
Jones; Green street between Taylor and 
Jones; and Telegraph Hill. If the ex- 
periment should prove a success, other 
points could be subsequently] selected. 
The city seems to hare a topography in 
the highest degree adapted for lighting 
by means of large lamps upon high ele- 
vations." 


IN THE FAK .MOUTH. 


The Sacramento Bee says that some- 


where up in the Arctic regions about 
Lady Franklin Bay is (if alive) a little 
colony of Americans under command of 
Lieutenant Greely, of the United States 
navy, who went thither a year ago the 
coming Summer to take observations 
for the Signal Service 
Department, 


They were well supplied with provis- 
ions, clothing, etc., and were to remain 
there until the Summer of 1884. About 
the 1st of July the relief expedition will 
sail from St. Johns, N. F. It is ex- 
pected that Smith's Sound will be frozen 
over, and that the relief party will have 
to make a long sledge journey to whare 
Lieutenant Greely expects to meet it. 
Of course, nothing has beon heard from 
the party since it catered the icy regions 
of the north, but a deSuite line of action 
has been agreed upon, and the Signal 
Service officers huve full confidence that 
Lieutenant Greely will carry^out his 
part of the progr,\mm« to the letter. If 
so, and the members of the party should 
be alive, they will bo found at a certain 
point by ths relief expedition. 
The 


members of tho Uttur will remain next 
Winter with thu Grossly party and will 
return in 1881, providsd they survive 
the ngoi-s of the Arctic region. 


The Elko Independent is dissatisfied 


with the decision of tho Supreme Court 
in the case of 1 red Barnes against W. 
W. Woodberry, of White Pine county, 
to the effect that if the home ranch is in 
ono county, and the cattle ire grazing 
nt large and range off into 
another 


county, they are assessable in tho county 
in which the homo ranch is situated, 
and not in another county in which 
they are found grazing.

benefit of Douglas, or that the 


Assessor of Douglas should be able to 
estimate tho value of such stook wita- 
out n personal examintiou of tho same. 
We would mo-it respectfully inquire of 
the Supreme Court if any of the stock 
belonging to the Douglas man should 
be stolen in Elko county, 
whether 


Douglas should not bear the expensa of 
the prosecution of the thieves? Either 
the law upon which the judgment was 
bused is au absurdity, or the Court has 
rendered au absurd decision. Iu either 
case, it is an'outrage upon justice and 
common sense.

A DEADLY ENCOUNTER. 


A. OrJxuEly Hettr Kicked to .Death by 


n Jnok.

A fight is on record in the Courts at 


Pescadero between a jack weighing 750 
ponnds and a grizzly bear of nbout the 
same weight. The jack IB owned by a 
man named Ispe and is a vicious brute. 
A man named Black, a raiser of blooded 
cattlo in that neighborhood, has been 
troubled for several weeks by the visits 
of a grizzly, which killed and carried off 
a calf every night, and all his efforts to 
capture the" bear had been unavailing. 
Finally, he advertised in several papers 
of the State offering a reward of $50 to 
any person who would kill the bear. 
Ispe read the offer aud resolved to take 
his jack to the corral ana see what the 
results would be. Accordingly the jack 
was duly installed. In the night along 
came the grizzly, and seeing the jack 
and fancying a change of diet, he made 
an attack upon him; but as no one saw 
the fight it is only supposed that bruin 
made tho first overture. 
Anyway, noxt 


morning when the corral was visited, 
bruin lay stark and dead and the jack 
was quietly feeding off the pile of hay. 
An inspection of him disclosed the fact 
that his breast and sides were fearfully 
lacerated by the bear's cla^s and one of 
his foro foet was dislocated. But bruin 
was "all broke up." Ha had his lower 
jaw smashed to pieces; all of his riba 
on the port sida were stove in and one 
of his fore legs was fractured at the 
shoulder, aud he was generally smashed 
all over. Ispe naturally claimed the 
reward of $50, but Black refused to pay 
it, claiming that the jack was not a per- 
son nnd therefore was not entitled to 
the reward. All Ispe's arguments fail- 
ing, he resolved to have recourse to 
law and accordingly suit has 
been 


brought.

In deciding a contested land ease, 


the Secretary of the Interior makes the 
following definition of tho word "set- 
tlement," as used in the Pre-emption 
Act : 


Residence is not essential to n pre- 


emption settlement. A settler is one 
who does some act on the land indica- 
tive of au intention to claim tho bene- 
fits of the law. Although tho erection 
of a house uud residence thereon may 
mamtuht such purpose, iu connection 
with other nets, yet there may be u 
valid settlement without residence. To 
fell trees, to plow or fence the laud, or 
lay tho foundation for a house, or to do 
any other act which clearly manifests a 
purpose to convert tho land into a 
home, will, if followed by residence, 
give the party a pro-emption right' 
which relates back to its first act^ No 
definite time witbin which residence 
must commence is fixed by law. It 
must, however, be within such reaeon- 
abln time as to manifest a, purpose to 
comply with the requirements of^ the 
law and to letuin and not abandon the 
tract. Iu such case his right will not 
be forfeited. 


The prospect of a further westward 


extension of th* Danver and Kio Grande 
Railroad from Salt Lake through tho 
northern part of Nevada is apparently 
dissipated by the statement of an of- 
ficer of that company, now in this Stute, 
who says suoh a thing is not thought 
of. This shatters a cherished illusion 
of the people of Eureka, Nev.—S. F.

The Enterprise says that while what 


has been said about the Beowawe springs 
it is incorrect to say that they are the 
only spouting springs in Nevada. At 
times the springs at Steamboat develop 
geysers of a grand character. In the 
Spring of I860 there was at Steamboat a 
spring that spouted ouce iu about eight 
hours. This spring has an opening 
about threo feet iu diameter and some 
nine feet deep. It looked like a small 
well. 
When quiet the bottom seemed 


to bo dry sand. 
Not a drop of water 


was to be seen. An hour or two before 
tho spouting time of tlio sprang carno on 
a commotion began lo be seen. A rum- 
bling was heard in the depths, the 
ground for fifty feek about the cavity 
began shaking, and than boiling water, 
foaming and white aa milk, came up 
through the sand and surged toward the 
top of the well-like hoi*. 


It would foam up to within two feet 


of the top; then in an instant there 
would be a back draft or suction, and 
tho water would all recede aud pass out 
of sight through the sand. 
In half a 


minute, however, it would return aud 
surge up to near the surface of the 
grouu d. 


After three or four such 
upward 


charges there would be a tremendous 
rumbling and shaking of 
the 
earth, 


wheu, in an instant, a column of water 
three feet in diameter would be spouted 
fifty feet into the air. 
With the water 


— which looked white as milk as it was 
shut lip — came 
R vast deal of steam, 


which, bursting out at the head of the 
column of water, rolled away iu volumes 
that hid all tho landscape in front. 


Apparently it was the vast amount of 


pent-up steam that gave the column of 
water its 
white 
appearance. 
After 


spouting steadily for an 
hour, 
the 


stream of water gradually towered and 
became thin, blue mud, which did not 
rise five feet above the surface. 
In a 


few minutes the flow of mud 
ceased, 


and then the spring became dry and 
dead. 


This spouting 
spring 
presently — 


through one of its grand efforts — burst 


; through into an adjoining spring that 


h.icl a liU'gt! crevicu or cavity, aud at 
oace it ceased to spout — it had found 
vent. 
Afterwards there broke out a 


spring some three inches ia diameter, 
which spouted every throe hours, throw- 
ing a column of water some sixty feet 
into the air. 
This was iu 18G3. Iu a 


short time, however, this found some 


i side vent or cavity, and ceased to spout.

are, ns a rule, the ones that spout.
